What Secretary ßii)i>ey Says In 
Regard to it. 


OUGHT TO BEGIN WORK. 


There Is Much to Be Accomplished 
and the Time In Which t# Do 
It Is Short. 


So 
m a n y inquiries have 
been 


received regard in g the S tate F air 
to be held in Sedalia this year that 
J. R . R ip p e y , 
secretary] of 
the 
S tate B oard of A g ric u ltu re , 
has 
made the fo llo w in g statement co n ­ 


cern in g it : 
“ T h e S tate F a ir, established by 
an cact of the Fortieth general as­ 
sembly, w as located at vSedaiia on 
136 acres of land deeded to the 
state for fair purposes. 
In addition 


to this there has been deeded to 
the secretary, in trust, tw en ty-fo u r 


acres to be sold on order of the 
board, and the proceeds used by 


the board in equipm ent. 
“ T h ere is in the state treasury 


to the credit of the horse breeders’ 
fund, $8,226, and to the state fair 
fund $425, or a total of $8,651, all 
of w h ich , b y act of the Fortieth 
general assem bly, w as made a va il­ 
able for establishm ent and m ainte­ 


nance of a S tate F air. 
“ N o estimate can be made of the 
am ount that w ill be realized from 
the sale of the tw en ty -fo u r acres of 


land held in trust for equipm ent. 
It has been suggested that 
after 
w o r k on the 
grounds 
has 
c o m ­ 
m enced and the board 
has indi­ 
cated a determ ination to m ake the 
institution a success in the face of 
all obstacles, the 
land w ill com ­ 
m and a much higher price than at 
present. 
“ H o w e v e r, in 
order 
to 
make 
equipm ents absolutely essential to 
the initial m eetin g to be held next 
fall, it m a y be necessary to realize 
upon this property w ith ou t a w a it­ 
ing an advance in value that w ould 
be assured b y the promise of suc­ 
cess. 
In that 
event 
those 
w h o 
speak for Sedalia assure us that 
that c ity w ill take care ot the in­ 
stitution and render such material 
aid as w ill enable the 
board 
to 
hold 
a 
creditable 
m eeting 
and 
place the fair on a perm anent basis. 
“ If an exhibition is to be held in 
1900 no*time should be lost in or­ 
g a n iz in g 
the 
fair 
m anagem ent. 
A l l arrangem ents for 
equipm en t 
should be perfected, 
that 
w o rk 
m ay begin at the earliest possible 
mom ent. 
T h e prem ium list should 
be given to the public at such a 
date as w ill enable Missouri breed­ 
ers to prepare their herds, and en ­ 
courage farmers to produce and e x ­ 
hibit 
superior 
specimens 
from 
their fields and orchards,and assure 
an exhibition in k eep in g w ith the 
high character of the state’ s pro­ 
ductions. 
“ N o mistakes should be made. 
T h e highest possible results w ith 
available means should be achieved. 
T h e exhibition should be such as to

T h e lynchings were conducted in a 


quiet manner. 


T h e indignation that resulted in 


the lynching was provoked by a 


deplorable attempt on the part of 


the Meeks men to murder a deputy 


sheriff and break jail at 6 o’clock 


Saturday 
evening. 
T h e y 
felled 


the officer to the floor of the jail, 


and the death blow was warded off 


b y another officer, who arrived at 


the scene just in the nick of time. 


A battle of from tw enty to thirty 


shots 
followed, 
during 
which 


George Meeka, 
one 
of the mur­ 
derers, was shot in the leg.^ The 
nerve displayed by the two victims 
of the mob was only equaled by 
their utter indifference to the trial 
and 
the 
court 
which 
convicted 


them, 
George Meeks, the older of the 
two, was carried to the tree, from 
which he was swung in front of 
the jail, smoking a cigarette, and 
was evidently as unconcerned in 
the matter as the least interested 
man in the crowd. 
His brother, 
E d Meeks, 
attempted to make a 
statement, but the mob would not 


listen. 
Since the arrest of the Meeks 
men, who were known to be des­ 
perate characters, the jail had been 
heavily guarded. 
About 6 o’clock 
Saturday evening one of the guards 
heard a suspicious noise in the jail 
and reported to 
Sheriff Brooks, 
who, 
upon 
investigation, 
found 
that the M eeks’ had sawed steel 
rods 
upon which the cell doors 
were hung and thus made their 
w a y into the corridor. 
T h e entire 
sheriff’s force and a number of po­ 
lice 
were 
called.

corridor 
could be entered by but one man 
at a time, 
and as the prisoners 
were on the inside they had a great 
advantage. 
For a half hour the officers at­ 
tempted to persuade them to come

in.

sooner 
stepped into the cage than George 
M eeks sprang from behind a 
cel 
and dealt him a blow on the head 
w ith a steel bar. 
He fell into P o ­ 
liceman Dillon’s arms, and the of- 
ficer’s club caught the next blow, 
that would have killed. 
T h e officers rushed into the cor­ 
ridor, firing at the prisoner., who 
had taken refuge in a »teel cage.

in the United States, and also con­ 


tends that it has the hobo better 


regulated than any other place. 


It is a violation of the city ordi­ 


nances there for anv one to feed 


tramps. 
Th ey are cared for in the 


city 
hall, 
where 
special depart­ 


ments have been made for 
them, 


and where meals are served three 


times a day. 


The meals served to the tramps 


cost the city 
10 cents each, and, 


while there is no pie nor cake in 


the bill of fare, the food is whole­ 


some, and there is plenty of it and 


a sufficient variety to satisfy 
the 


appetite. 
Some kind of meat is 


served with each meal and also po­ 


tatoes, bread and coffee. 
The bill 


of fare often includes pickles, sauer 


kraut, 
tomatoes, 
beans, 
hominy, 
rice, etc. 
If a tramp wants a shave 
he can get a razor and looking 
glass from the jailer, kept for the 
purpose. 
The only provision 
is 
that he must shave himself. 
The 
police department does not furnish 
a barber. 
In return for lodging and meals, 
every tramp must work two hours 
on the rock pile, breaking up mac­ 
adam for the streets. 
If a tramp 
applies a second time for lodging 
and meals, he must work six hours 
on the rock pile, and if ne shows 
up a third time, 
he is 
fined 
for 
vagrancy and thrown into jail from 
20 to 100 days. 
If a tramp is too 
dirty he is ordered to take a bath, 
and, if he refuses, a charge of va­ 
grancy is placed against him, and 
he is sentenced to 
work on 
the 
streets of the city or on the rock 
pile. 
Tramps are not taken >care of 
in this manner altogether on hu­ 
mane grounds. 
The system col­ 
lects the tramps under the eye of 
the law for the night, and they 
cannot 
commit 
offenses. 
Those 
that fear to show their faces at the 
police department are considered 
suspicious characters by the police 
and arrested. 
If they cannot give 
a good account of themselves they 
are fined for vagrancy and the au­ 
thorities 
look 
up 
their 
records. 
Several crooks have been discov­ 
ered as a result of this method and 
turned over to the authorities in 
towns where they were wanted.

Amusing Incident That Happened Dur­ 
ing Recent Naval Maneuvers. 
An amusing story is told of th e 
h oaxing of a British fleet by

an attack on Bere island by some of

Castletown coastguard station 
h ad 
been sent to Bere island with th e pay 
of th e men. 
Upon arrival th ere h e 
proceeded at once to th e Hut (h aving 
previously disguised 
h imself) and 
found h imself surrounded by th e in­ 
vaders, wh o wanted to know h is busi­ 
ness. 
He posed as an old naval pcii- 
•sioner, stating th at h e was a native, 
and was try ing, with th e h elp of h is 
small pension, to make a living on th e 
island by cutting and selling turf. He 
h ad provided h imself with a turf-cnt- 
ting spade in order to give color to h is 
story . 
Th e sailors of th e invading party 
were very sy mpath etic, and advised 
liim to go to England, wh ere h e would 
be sure of getting work in one of th e 
roy al docky ards. 
After getting th e 
invaders into a good h umor h e imme­ 
diately went in search of th e man with 
th e secret documents in h is posses­ 
sion. 
With th e aid of some of th e is­ 
landers lie found th e man h e was in 
search of, took from h im all th e docu­ 
ments, wh ich h e h id in two baskets of 
turf, and returned to th e Hut. Th is 
time th e sub-lieutenant in ch arge of 
th e invaders took h im in h and and 
closely questioned h im with a view to 
obtain some reliable information re­ 
garding th e defenders, but all to no 
purpose. 
At last th e sub-lieutenant 
disniissed tlie man with th e remark 
th at h e was th e most stupid Irish man 
th at h e h ad ever met. Little did th e 
officer imagine th at th e supposed stu­ 
pid Trish man was th e very man th ey 
wanted, as at th e time h e h ad in h is 
poss^*'^s oil all th e document» th e in­ 
vader» vvere search ing for. 
D u’Lng th e nigh t th e enemy ’s 
flotilla left Bereh aven, going west, 
disconnecting th e teleph one at th e 
H ut before leaving.

Quaint Sports and Studies, Initiations 
and Lectures. 
Rev. Hastings Raslulall, writing in 
th e ^lagnet,, th e organ of University 
college, Bristol, say s tlie inedieval 
itiident was often consideral)!y y oung­ 
er th an th e modern undcrgra<liiate— 
sometimes indeed a mere buy of 12 or 
14, but even wh en th at was th e case 
it is cpiitc a mistake to compare h is 
position to th at of th e modern sch ool­ 
boy . 
Th e medieval student was to a 
remarkalile extent h is own master. 
Arriving at th e university town in a 
carriers cart, h e would often lie met 
on th e way by touting masters, or 
sch olars employ ed to tout on th eir be- 
lialf,, wh o solicited h is presence at 
th eir lectures with all th e accommo­ 
dating obsequiousness of a modern 
tradesman. 
He was free t(t ch oose 
th e lectures wh ich h e migh t attend, 
and th e h all in wh ich lie would reside; 
and wh en h e h ad ch osen it, h e found 
h imself—in th e early middle ages— 
a member of a self-governing com­ 
munity wh ich elected its own prin- 
cijial, managed its own affairs, and 
was suh ject to no regulations exceiit 
‘‘statutes'’ of th eir own making. As 
in th e medieval world generally th ere 
was much minute regulation of pri­ 
vate life, th ough th e government 
wh ich enforced th at regulation was 
oriirinallv a h igh ly dcmoeraiic one.

But it is a commonplace to say tliat 
democracy is often ty rannical. 
Be­ 
fore th e fresh man of bejanniis (from 
bcs-jaune, y ellow bill, uniledged bird) 
could call iiimsclf a student, th ere was 
an initiation to be gone th rough . He 
was made to ‘'pay h is footing" by en­ 
tertaining h is new comrades—prob­ 
ably all tlie inh abitants of h is h all—at 
a feast, and furth er th ere was a pain­ 
ful ceremony of some kind, wh ich 
varied with th e tastes and ingenuity 
of different nationalities. 
In, Germany lie liad to go th rough 
th e ceremony of “deposition, ’ name­ 
ly , h ave th e liorns of th e supposed fe­ 
rocious wild h oars removed with a saw, 
h ave h is nose ground at a wlietsione. 
and generally be drubbed and licked 
into sh a])C. In France th e ceremony 
was a ‘‘piirgatio” th e fri » h man was 
supposed to h e not a beast to be tamed, 
but a criminal to be solemnly lied for 
th e offen» e of “ h ejannia;'’ th is was 
done by th e intlietioii of a certain 
number of blows with a saucepan or 
book (libro super anum). I’ilsewh cre 
we h ear of a ducking or wash ing, or 
riding th rough th e streets on a don­ 
key . At Oxford tliere was “tucking;" 
th e victim h ad to sing or make 
speech in th e h all under pain of being 
“tucked," i. e., h aving h i» lower lip 
cut over witli a th umbnail carefully 
grown for th e ])uiq5 ose. 
At iixst th is 
initiation was put down 
under all 
sorts of ])enalties by university and 
ecclesiastical auth orities; th en (as is 
usual with bad customs) winked at, 
and finally enforced, 
it dh l not be­ 
come extinct till th e latter part of th e 
seventeenth century , 
in th e univer­ 
sities of Jtalv—and to some extent of 
%/ 
south ern Europe, generally — th e stu­ 
dent was not independent; h e 
was 
dominant. 
In th ese universities, of 
wh ich Bologna is th e ty pe, th e uni­ 
versity itself was formed by llie stu­ 
dents. 4'h ey , and th ey alone, formei 
th e iinivcrsitas—th e corporation or 
guild — or nith er (since th e students 
of different faculties h ad separate or­ 
ganizations, wh ile th e law students 
were divided into iiltramontani am 
citramoiitani) th e universities. 
Th e 
ma» ters were not even members of 
th ese guilds; th ey formed a college of 
th eir own, wh ich regulated admission 
to th e degrees, but th ey h ad no au­ 
th ority over tlie student guilds. 1 h e 
students elected th e rectors and oth er 
officials, made th e statutes, and (very 
often) elected th e professors or doc­ 
tors. 
Th e h itter were compelled 
to 
take an oath of obedience to th e stu­ 
dent rectors, and th e discipline th us 
enforced was bv no means a nomina 
one. 
Tlie professor wlio required leave 
of absence for a single lecture was re­ 
quired to get leave from h is own stu­ 
dents as well as from th e rector. He 
was h eavily fined if h e was a minute 
late in beginning h is lecture, or if h e 
continued it after th e bell 
began, 
wh ich was th e signal for its conclu­ 
sion. 
To enforce th is latter regula­ 
tion th e students were required, on 
pain of being guilty of perjury , to

Th ere were similar fines 1er being be­ 
h ind time in concluding th e portion 
of th e task for \5i1ich a fixed period 
h ad been assigned, for skipping a dit'- 
iiculty under a pretext of dealing with 
it later on, and for ncncjmpUum-e 
with many oth er minute recru h it ions. 
In SOUK' universities a committee of 
students, known as th e denu'-oiatores 
doctorum was appointed to watch th e 
conduct of th e professors, and to keep 
th e rectors informed of th eir ceh r 
qm neie» . 
.Moreover, tliO professor 
wa» kiqit 10 th e mark by being subject 
to annual or biennial reelection. How 
did aii th is work? As far as we can 
gatlier, extremely well. Th e profes­ 
sors of th e south ern universities, 
evervwh ere elected eith er by th estu- 
deni.> th emselvc5 „ or by th e city au­ 
th orities, wh o were wont to take coun­ 
sel with th e representatives of th e 
students, were th e only professors 
wh o did not h abitually cut th eir worl^ 
by devolvmg it upon th eir bach elors. 
No doubt th ere were plenty of idle or 
sh am students in th e universities, but 
th e majority wanted to learn. 


COLLEGE EXPENSES 


Mischievous Habit of Allowing Students 
Too Much Spending Money . 
In h is inaugural address President 
Hadlcv, of Yale, referring to “college 
expenses” as “th e second of our lead­ 
ing problems,” say s: 
“Th ough th e 
increase in th is respect is le» s th an is 
popularly supposed, th ere is no doubt 
th at it is large enough to constitute 
a serious danger. It is far from easy 
to see h ow th is danger is to be avoided. 
It is all very well to talk of returning 
to th e Spartan simplicity of ancient 
times,, but we cannot do it, nor ough t 
we to if we could.” President Had­ 
ley is righ t in taking th e ground th at 
modern ideas of cleanliness and com­ 
fort are necessarily to be considered 
in providing for students in ^ur day . 
Th e item of “living expenses” in th e 
son’s allowance is an easy matter to 
determine; th e difficulty is to keep 
th e items of amusement and luxury 
from increasing in like ratio. . • • 
Th e fash ion of th e day prescribes 
for sons of th e merely well-to-do as 
much spending money as in th e day s 
of th eir fath ers’ boy h ood would h ave 
sufficed for a credUable professional 
income, and for sons of th e rich al­ 
lowances wh ich , 5 0 y ears ago, would 
h ave enabled a prudent man to start 
in th e jjanking business.
